EVENTS OF THE WEEK 
July 31st, 1918. 
U NDER the steady pressure of the Allies the Ger 
mans are now withdrawing from the Marne salient 

Their resistance, however, has been stiffening, and they 
are fighting desperately in rearguard actions. On the 
western side the French, by local operations, captured 
Villemontoire and Oulchy le Chateau, and pushed or 
both north and south of the Ourcg. South of thes: 
Franco-American troops in two days drove the enemy) 
back from 4 to 6 miles on a 20-mile front 

All these attacks converged towards Fere-en-Tardenois 
an important German supply depét on the Ourcg. The 
front north of the Marne was then cleared of the 
enemy to a considerable depth. On the south-east of 
the salient the French captured Reuil and advanced 
towards Chatillon. The enemy's position in this angle 
then became more than difficult, as all their lines could 
be swept by the Allies’ artillery and by their airmen 
therefore on Friday night late they began the retreat 
leaving small bodies of picked men and machine-gunners 
to hold up the advance of the Allies. They made some 
stand on the Ourcq, but French troops are now north 
of the Oureq on the west and o cupy Fére-en-Tar 
denois. On the eastern side of the salient France: 
British troops are now ever the Dormans—Rheims road 
at Bligny and Vrigny. At the latter place 
the Germans made a stiff counter-attack, but vers 
repulsed.

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THE NURSE AND THE SYPHILITIC 


YPHILITIC patients are almost certain to 
S come under the care of every nurse who is long 
the field. Danger in attending these cases 
sometimes lurk in the hesitation of the 
physician in telling the real nature of the malady 
and cautioning the nurse. Especially deceptive 
may be the illness of the innocent wife of a profli- 
gate. The nurse may well be alert to suspicious 
symptoms of the patient, or to the doctor's half- 
concealed intimation of danger. Though he does 
not always specify the disease in plain words, he 
is likely to convey a suggestion of the disorder 
by easily interpreted warnings for particular care 
in guarding against infection from discharges, run- 
ning sores, or diseased mucous surfaces. 

One such case was in its last stage when placed 

the care of a nurse. The patient had been a 
constant sufferer for years. Her liver, which was 
supposed to be ulcerated, was badly deranged, 
causing a repulsively jaundiced skin; her gums

as little as possible. She was also careful to keep 
her hands away from her own eyes and lips, and 
preferred using a knife, fork, or spoon in handling 
even such food as custom allows the fingers to 
place in the mouth. MHer nails were closely 
clipped to guard against making abrasions by 
them in the skin. 

Mortification had advanced to such a degree 
that a large area of flesh blackened soon after 
death, although the body was embalmed as soon 
as possible. Odours of decomposition were so 
offensive that the nurse recalled the undertaker, 
who used a fragrant antiseptic solution, but it 
produced no effectual relief. The nurse then 
soaked an immense pad of coarse cotton batting 
with an undiluted disinfectant and deodoriser and 
placed it directly on the affected region. The 
distressing odour was soon dispelled and caused 
no further annoyance. 

This case was a pitiful instance of an extreme 
example of specific disease. It is painful to re- 
late the details connected with it, but some other 
nurse may be saved an unsafeguarded experience 
by this recital. Malignant diseases which are not 
syphilitic require equal caution on the part of 
the nurse.—The Nurse. 

It is sometimes said that nurses and midwives 
are very ignorant with regard to venereal dis 
ease, and this is partly due, perhaps, to the fact 
that many of the articles written on it are too 
technical.

Syphilis 
is not infectious, and cannot be caught by being 
near infected and 
may be caused by the germ coming in contact 
with the membrane or with any small 
cut or abrasion. Hence the dishes, 
of an infected person should never be used by 
others without having been washed in boiling 
water, nor should infected persons be kissed. The 
germ can do no harm on the unbroken skin, but 
if there is the slightest abrasion rubber gloves 
should be worn in handling infected material. 
Another point is that, unlike the germ of measles, 
which loses its power, the germ of syphilis or of 
gonorrhea may remain for a lifetime. Infection 
is given by the mother to the fetus; hence the 
familiar ‘‘ specific baby’’ with snuffles, rash, fall- 
ing hair, swollen glands, and fits. If the baby 
lives, it may at the age of six or eight years 
become blind or deaf or feeble-minded, and it has 
the characteristic notched teeth.

For what special symptoms should you watch in a case 
of gastric ulcer? How would you carry out rectal feed- 
ing? 

Special symptoms to be watched for in a case of gastric 
ulcer :— 

1. When pain occurred, whether before or after taking 
food and how long before or after, and how long the pain 
lasted. 

2. If patient vomited, whether the vomit contained undi- 
vested food, curds, or blood. 

3. Whether the patient is constipated, and if any curd 
or blood appeared in the stools. 

4. At any time during the-nursing of a case hemorrhage 
must be watched for. The symptoms will be: Paleness of 
the mucous membranes, cold clammy skin, sub-normal tem 
perature, weak, rapid pulse, sighing respirations, loss of 
vision, restiessness. 

5. Perforation may also occur. Symptoms : Severe abdo 
minal pain, increasing abdominal distension, anxious 
expression, lividity of face, sub-normal temperature, rapid 
pulse, increased respirations. 

To carry out rectal feeding :— 

On a tray you would place all requisites for the feed 
ing. comprising a graduated glass containing the food to 
funnel and tubing, to which would be connected 
a soft rubber catheter (usually a No. 8. Jaques); sterile 
vaseline, with» which to lubricate the catheter; bath 
thermometer to register the temperature of the feed, which 
should be given at body heat, 98° Fahrenheit. 

You would have the patient in the recumbent position 
with the buttocks raised if possible, as this assists in the 
retention of the food. The catheter, after being lubri 
cated, would be inserted about nine inches. Some of the 
fluid having previously been run through the tubing to 
expel the air, would be administered slowly and without 
force, the funnel being held about six inches above the 
level of the bed.

domestic hygiene. Does this mean that the mid- 
wife is not to advise a patient who complains of 
constipation, or who has varicose veins in her legs, 
that she is not to test the urine, or to give com- 
mon-sense advice about indigestion, or the treat- 
ment of crusted nipples, ete.? It would mani- 
festly be a deplorable waste of a doctor's time if 
this is what is meant by the recommendation. 

Midwives wish to co-operate with doctors, 
there are hundreds of general practitioners who 
would testify to the large services rendered to 
them by midwives, just as there are hundreds of 
practising midwives who owe much to the prompt 
skilful help and instruction given them by the 
medical profession. It cannot be that doctors, as 
a whole, think midwives wish, even if they were 
permitted by the Central Midwives Board, to diag- 
nose or treat disease; but they do consider them- 
selves responsible for discovering abnormal signs

and symptoms during pregnancy, labour, and the 
lying-in period. 
Another 


recommendation is ‘That in any 


scheme for the improvement of the mid- 
wifery service of the country it shall be provided 
that the private medical practitioners of the 
locality shall be responsible for “any necessary 


clinical supervision of the practice carried on by 
midwives.’’ This would be disastrous! Imagine 
a practising midwife clinically supervised by eight 
to twelve general practitioners, all with varying 
standards! Wy)at troubles would arise with the 


L.S.A.! How undignified the position of a mid- 
wife would be! Already many women do not 
practise because the life is so difficult: certain], 


there would be fewer and feebler midwives if this 
new burden were superadded. 

It is open to any registered medical practitioner 
to report to the C.M.B. if in his opinion the mid- 
wife, whose work he sees, is not strictly adhering 
to the rules and regulations Surely this is 
enough! Tet both doctors and midwives stand out 
firmly for full choice of attendant by the patient: 
we do not then think the medical profession need 
fear the competition of th. midwifery profession, 
especially if they secure for their patients a skilled 
maternity nurse, either t« daily or to live in 
the house. Let them remember that the aim of 
both professions is to secure health and safety for 
mother and child; we think that can be best 
served by better education of both medical 
students and midwives; the latter will then be in 
their own small way valuable aides-de-camp to the 
medical profession, each rendering the services for 
which they are qualified.
